NO NEW GRADE CROSSINGS. 

A municipal commission is now at work devising 
plans for abolishing all grade crossings of steam 
railways. This commission was appointed in ac- 
cordance with the avowed intention of the Mayor 
and the Street Commissioner to initiate and carry 
into effect as far as possible during their official 
terms the policy of abolishing grade crossings. 

If the policy is to be carried out with regard to 











railroad crossings which are now in existence, it 


should by all means be put into effect in all street

“DERMISSION” TO LIVE IN ST, LOUIS. 

Whatever is wrong in the St. Louis police force is 
wrong in the beginning because this official or that, 
“higher up or lower down,” attempts to put law 
aside and supplant it with his own will. 

As a case in point we have the reply of the 
Chief of Detectives, publicly reported, when a con- 
vict just released from the Missouri Penitentiary, 
applied to him for “permission” to live in St. Louis. 

His published answer is a peremptory refusal. “We 
eannot allow ex-convicts to remain in St. Louis. You 
had better leave tonight,” is the ukase literally 
quoted from the published text. 

In the Hedgepeth case, a similar power of per- 
emptory banishment was asserted. It is notoTious 
that such a power is not only claimed, but used. 
Ex-convicts may live in St. 





There are exceptions. 
Louis and keep the most disreputable dives in the 
city. This is shown in the current news of the 
week. 

The exception, however, confirms the rule under 
which it is attempted to supplant law with the ar- 
bitrary will of an official who seeks thus to make 
himself irresponsible to law. 

Under the laws of Missouri, convicts serve their 
terms in the Penitentiary that they may be reformed 
as well as punished. When released, they are not 
outlaws, but have the full protection of the laws, 
whose penalties fhey have paid. This protection all 
law-abiding police officials are bound by law to give 
them. To usurp power to banish them is lawless- 
ness which breeds lawlessness. 

Regardless of the question of the merits or de- 
merits of any particular ex-convict, the evil of ir- 
responsibility in police officials is worse in its fined 
results than almost any single crime for which crim- 
inals are first punished in the Penitentiary and then 
driven out of the city by the police. 

If police officials do not themselves obey the laws, 
how can they be expected to enforce them?
